Washington, Dec. 18. The President sent
the following Message to Congress lo-d-

Gentlemen of the Senate atul of the House of
Representatives: An ollloil eopy of the order
Issued by Major-Oenera- l Wiufleld B. Hancock,
commander of the Fifth Military District,
dated at Ms headquarters la New Orleans, Ii.,
on the 20th of November, has reached rue,
through the regnlar channels of the Depart-
ment, and 1 herewith comruunlcnte it to
CoUKrens, for such notion as may seem to be
proper, In view of all the circumstances.

It will be perceived that General llfuicoolt
announces that he will make the law the rule
of his conduct, tb at he will uphold the Courts
and the civil authorities la tne performance of
their proper duties, aud that he will use his
military power only to preserve the peace aud
enforce the law. He declares very explicitly
that the sacred right of rial by Jury, and the
prlvlWge of the writ of habeas corpus, shall not
fce crushed out and trodden under foot. He goes
Jurther, and In one comprehensive sentence
asserts that the principles of American liberty
are Rttll the Inheritance of the people, and ever

. Should be.
When a great soldier, with unrestricted power

In bis bunds to oppress his f.;llow-men- , volun-
tarily forgoes the chance of gratllyiug his seir-lov- e

and his ambition, and devotes himself to
the duty of buihllug up the liberty and strength-
ening the laws of his count ry, he presents an
example of the highest public virtue that
humun nature Is capable of producing.

The stiougebt claim of Washington to be
"Flint in war, first iu peace, and Urst In the
liearisof his countrymen," Is founded on thegreat faot that, In all his illustrious career, he
orupulously abstained from violating the legal

and constWulioual rights of his fellow-citizen-

"When he surrendered his commission toCoa-gress.tb- e

President of that body spoke his high-
est praise, in saying that he bad always re-
garded the rights of the civil authorities
through all dangers and disasters. Wbeoover
newer above the law Invited his acoentance. he
calmly put the temptation aside.

By och magnanimous nets of forbearance,
lie won the universal admiration of mankind,
and left a name which has no rival in the his-
tory of the world. I am fai from saying that
Oeneial Hancock is the only officer of the
Amerlcnn army who is influenced by the ex-
ample of Washington. Duubl less, thousands of
them are faithfully devoted to the principles
for which the men of the Revolution 1 ild down
their live; but t he distinguished honor belongs
to him of being the first officer In high com-
mand, south of the Potomac, since the close of
the civil war, who has given utleranco to these
noble Beulimeats 1 ite form of a military
jrder.

I respectfully suggest to0ongress that some
pnt Ho recognition of General Hancock's
patriotic conduct Is due, if not to him, to tho
friends of law and Justice throughout the
country. Of such an act as his, at such a time,
It Is but fit thtit tTe dignity should be vindi-
cated and t ie virtue proclaimed, so that its
value, as an example, may not bo lost to the
nation.
